There  is  nothing  within  the  human  heart,  re¬ 
specting  which  men  are  so  liable  to  err  while  judg¬ 
ing,  as  when  contemplating  the  evidences  of  true 
and  genuine  piety.  The  pure  principles  of  relig¬ 
ion  have,  in  a  great  measure,  become  dimmed  to 
the  sight  of  mankind,  and  in  their  stead  we  too 
frequently  find  the  cold  reserve  of  a  studied  phari- 
saical  gloom ;  anti  so  accustomed  have  people  be¬ 
come  to  a  manifestation  of  this,  that  it  is  looked 
u[ion  ns  a  sure  indication  of  a  truly  pious  and  deep¬ 
ly  religious  heart.  And  then,  they  cast  their  eyes 
upon  that  man  upon  whose  countenance  are  pic¬ 
tured  the  smiles  of  many  joys,  aud  immediately 
form  the  judgment, 'that  he  is  a  stranger  to  all  the 
emotions  of  piety.  This  is  the  manner  in  which 
the  world  has  long  been  accustomed  to  form  an 
opinion,  yet  we  would  intjuire  if  this  judgment  it 
based  upon  the  immutable  principles  of  truth  7  Tbit 
we  are  fully  persuaded  is  not  so;  hut,  that  man, 
upon  whose  countenance  at  all  limes  appear  marks 
of  that  darkened  gloom,  occasioned  by  continually 
sighing  over  the  sinfulness  of  human  nature,  is  we 
believe,  a  being  “righteous overmuch.”  One  may, 
like  those  of  olden  time,  enlarge  the  borders  of  hit 
garments— make  broad  his  phylacteries  and  pay 
tithes,  of  mint  and  annise  and  cummin ;  or  he  may 
be  strict  in  his  attendance  at  church— preserve  ih# 
Sabbath  day  holy,  and  pay  much  to  carry  tht 
Gospel  to  the  poor  heathen,  and  yet  be  very  far 
from  being  a  truly  pious  man. 

True  piety  consists,  not  iu  that  rigid  austerity 
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which  is  a  characieristic  of  too  many  of  those  who 
have  made  a  profession  of  reliction — not  in  that  ut¬ 
ter  aversion  to  the  innocent  pleasures  and  amuse- 
inentsof  tlic  world;  but  in  a  compliance  with  the 
teachin"s  of  conscience,  a  faithful  discharge  of  tlie 
mural  duties  set  forth  in  the  Gospel,  and,  in  a  word, 
not  in  a  superstitious  fear  of  God,  but  in  supreme 
love  to  him,  and  a  benevolence  unbounded  to  the 
children  of  humanity.  The  truly  pious  man,  in 
his  j'rogress  through  life,  preserves  a  medium 
course.  He  descends  not  to  the  commission  of  those 
vices,  which  have  a  tendency  to  corrujit  and  sully 
the  faculties  of  the  mind — to  strengthen  the  pas¬ 
sions  and  lead  them  into  their  wild  excesses;  and 
on  tlie  other  hand  we  see  not  those  indications  of  [i 
disdain — those  marks  of  abhorrenceof  all  mankind,  |j 
which  we  often  behohl  upon  thecountcnance  of  the  ;| 
j)rofessed  religionist;  but  with  a  dignity  which  | 
raises  him  far  above  the  impurities  of  the  world,  1; 
and  a  benevolent  spirit  which  looks  with  a  com- j 
j)assionatc  eye  upon  those  by  whom  he  is  surround 
cd,  he  at  once  enjoys  a  communion  with  the  Cre¬ 
ator  which  iills  his  licart  wltli  the  pleasing  eny)tions 
of  love;  and  when  among  his  fellowiiien  he  ming¬ 
les — his  infJticnce  exerts  a  beneficial  tendency — a 
superior  plaac  is  cheerfully  aw  aided  him — he  keeps 
an  eye  ever  upon  the  moials  of  society  and  spares 
no  opportunity  to  improve  them,  iind  thus  does  he 
bccoiije  an  ornament  of  that  religion  w  hich  hasile- 
scended  upon  tnan,  through  tlie  instrumentality  of 
the  Saviour. 

But  still,  though  such  is  the  influence  w  hich  this 
man  exerts  in  the  circle  in  whiidi  he  moves,  yet, 
by  fat  too  many,  those  actions  are  ascribed  to  some 
other  cause,  lhati  the  ctVect  which  is  produced  upon 
his  heart  by  jiicty.  He  is  not  so  strict  as  some,  in 
relation  to  the  duties  of  the  sanetuaiy — he  is  not 
seen  by  man,  ollering  up  his  long  jirayers  before 
the  tlirone  of  grace,  and  there  is  not  in  his  move¬ 
ments  an  indication  of  that  spirit  w  hich  seems  to 
say,  “  Stand  by,  come  not  near,  for  1  am  holier  j 
than  thou  ;”  and  conseipiently  he  is  not  regarded  as  [ 
a  pious  man.  That  this  judgment  is  crrotieous, 
however,  fully  ajipears  by  a  coii'ideration  of  the 
fact,  that  when  the  scribe  declared  that  to  love  GimI 
supremely  and  one’s  neighbor  as  himself,  wait  more 
than  all  humt  otlerings  and  saerifiees,  it  wusalTirm- 
cd  of  him,  that  he  w  as  not  far  from  the  kingdom 
ofheaven,  or  that  spiritual  reign  w  hich  the  Saviour 
was  to  establish  over  the  hearts  of  mankind,  and  in 
the  w  hich  alone,  consisted  the  principles  of  a  puie 
and  genuine  piety. 

Would  that  men,  and  more  especially  those  wlio 
have  made  an  opeti  profession  of  religion,  would 
look  upon  this  subject  in  its  true  light — lliat  they 
would  let  the  sober  second  tliought  of  the  tiiiml  pre- 
tloininalc,  and  then  would  heavenly  piety  which 
has  been  too  long  neglected,  assert  and  maintain  its 
peaceful  sway— drive  aw'ay  the  phrensy  of  super¬ 
stition,  and  open  upon  comiminiiy  the  [oinciple.s of 
pure  ancUtinticfilcd  religion.  That  this  will  one 
day  he  accomplished,  we  have  every  reason  to  ex¬ 
pect;  for  improvement  is  steadily  piogrcssiag.  and 
people  are  every  day  being  brought  nearer  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  troth.  The  time  is  not  far  dis¬ 
tant,  when  the  sickly  professions  of  those  who  are 
imbued  with  no  little  snpersiiiioo,  will  be  seen  in 
their  true  colors — when  that  rigid  austerity  now  so 
prevalent,  will  no  longer  he  regarded  as  an  indica¬ 
tion  of  deep  and  devoted  piety,  and  then  will  the 
deeds  of  the  hand  form,  as  they  should,  a  criterion 
by  which  to  judge  of  the  principles  bearing  sway 
in  the  heart;  and  then  will  the  beauties  of  piety 
appear  in  their  loveliness,  and  one  ilevoted  love— ■ 
a  love  that  bringeih  life,  ty  tlie  sons  of  tucn,  forever 
encircle  all.

For  my  p.art,  I  liave  not  the 
vanity  to  liiink  tliai  I  deserve  it,  the  liilly  to  expect

The  end  contemplated  in  this  is  salcalion — not  for  a  few 
hut  for  all.  “  For  this,”  said  an  apostle,  when  enforc¬ 
ing  the  duty  of  universal  prayer  and  supplication — ‘  For 
this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  oiir  Sa¬ 
viour,  who  Kill  have  all  men  to  be  sated,  and  come  un¬ 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.’'  It  matters  not,  so  far  as
